reſolve to ſtay and be a witneſs to them 3 
he baniſhed himſelf willingly from Athezs, 
and took that: long voyage through all 
the Realms of Greece, which his advice to 
Creſ#s made ſo memorable. Thoſe private 
Authors from whencel extraQed this Re- 
lation, have not told me whether 0rgir4 
followed 8oloz. I will believe fpr the glory - 
of the wiſe Man, that his Folly reached 
not ſo far; it 1senough that he loved,and 
that his love was theinnocent cauſe of the 
enthralment of his Countrey.
